Hon. J. H. Bothwell, in his Arbor 
day address at the library Friday af­ 
ternoon, said mu ch that will be of In­ 
terest to many who were not able to 
bear him. 
Among other things he 
said: 
When we consider the importance of 
tree-g ro wth to ou r cou ntry and to the 
hu man race; when we recall to mind 
and meditate on the influ ence of the 
forests, grov es and orchards or ou r 
ipreat land In the past and present; 
when we rralize tne cou nttas wealth, 
the inesttoahle u tility and the mar­ 
v elou s beau ty of those trees that make 
u p ou r forests, grov es and ordiards, 
we can hu t pau se to giv e thanks to 
the Creator cC All for the many bless­ 
ings that we hav e fou nd and enjoyed 
In the trees that His bou nty prov ided 
for ou r u se in this world. 
Then, too, when we think of the de­ 
stru ction and neglect 
which 
hav e 
marked the u se of ou r forests and 
grov es In the past generations, and 
are yet continu ed in the present, we 
m ist feel some concern and anxiety 
as to the fu tu re of ou r land and peo­ 
ple. and shou ld realize that we hav e 
du ties to meet and perform In the 
near fu tu re. 
The written history and traditions 
o f the hu man race place the first cre­ 
ated man in the midst of gardens and 
grov es of trees; and throu ghou t all 
the 
centuries 
primitiv e peo ples of 
ev ery age and land hav e fou nd their 
homes in or near the forests, from 
which they deriv ed their shelter and 
su pport, and from the tre ^ they <K>n- 
stracted hou ses, boats and ships, and 
also fashioned their tools, implements 
and fu rnitu re from their wood. 
While the civ ilization of ou r race 
brou ght Into u se the stones, bricks, 
metals and other materials that now 
seem to u s all-important, no thou ghtfu l 
person can qu estion that now and to 
the fu tu re all men mu st greatly de­ 
pend for su pport, comfort and pleasnre 
on the tre^growth of onr earth. 
Of all known lands ou r own Ameri­ 
ca has been most fev ored to the ex­ 
tent, v ariety, v alu e and beau ty of itf 
trees. The early settlers and pioneers 
In ev ery section of the l« ifi 
were 
greatly dependent on the woodland, 
ev en in those sectior*- where the for- 
ests were so extensiv e and so dense 
as to he a L.ndrance to agricu ltu re; 
while the settlement and deralopment 
of many of the plains and prairie of 
the West were long hindered and de­ 
layed, and are yet practically tapos

Too many of the 
large churches are made congenial for 
the large law-breakers by the absence 
of any reference to the more direct 
and more colossal forms of wrong-do­ 
ing. 


TWO PICTURES. 


When man grows aged 
and 
the 


snows of winter rest upon his head, 


says the Springfield Leader, he lives 
very largely in the past. His life 
behind him, and it is the panorama of 
the years agoue that unfold before his 


vision rather than any hopes that lie 
down future vistas. The following is 
a retrospect of anguish from a w ast^ 
life, translated from Jean Paul Rich­ 
ter: 
"An old man stood at his window 
and looked, with a glance of fearful 
despair, up to the immovable, unfad­ 
ing heaven, and down upon trfe still, 
white earth, on which no one was now 
so joyless and sleepless as he. His 
grave stood near him; it was covered 
only with the snows of age, not with 
the verdure of youth, and he brought 
with him out of a whole, rich life, 
nothing hut errors, sins and diseases;

heart full of poison, and an old age 
full of repentance. 
"The happy days of his early youth 
passed before him, and brought hack 
the crossway of life, where the right 
hand led by the sunny paths of virtue, 
into a large and quiet land, full of 
light and harvests; and the left plung­ 
ed hy the subterranean walks of vice 
into a black cave, full of distilling 
poison, 
of hissing 
snakes, and of 
dark, sultry vapors. 
"Alas, the snakes were hanging up­ 
on his breast, and the drops of poison 
on his tongue; and he now, at length, 
felt all the horror of his situation. 
Distracted, with unspeakable grief, 
and with face upturned to heaven, he 
cried: ‘My fether; give me hack my 
youth! 
O, place me once again upon 
life's crossway, that I may choose 
aright' But his father and his youth 
were long since gone." 
In direct contrast to this is another 
sketch, also from the German, giving 
a retrospect of joy that comes from a 
well-spent-life: 
"How beautifully the dawn shines 
through the hazel bush, and the wild 
roses blossom at the window! 
How 
joyfully the swallow slugs on the raf 
ter, under my roof, and the little lark 
in the high air! Everything is cheer­ 
ful, and every plant is revived in the 
dew. I also feel revived. How beau­ 
tiful is all around me here! All that 
I hear are voices of joy and thanks. 
The birds in the air and the shepherds 
on the hill) sing their delight, and the 
flocks from the grassy slopes and out

Hs p rice 
runs from |2 to $6. 
In the higher 
p riced ones the value ia rep resented 
greatly in hand le. 
But this cane is only good for the 
business hours of the d ay . 'It is all 
right, the real thing, as long as one 
is in the mid st of the hustle and bus­ 
tle of money making, but as soon as 
the business hours are over it is im­ 
p ossible. 


Afternoon Stick Sugge^sts Leisure. 
Enter then the d elicate and refined i 
afternoon stick. 
This is the p rop er 
affair for the 
afternoon 
and early 
evening. It fits in between the close 
of the office hours and the d onning of 
evening d ress. 
To be It this cane should be of 
finely finished p artrid ge wood , a neat, 
straight stick of light weight, with a 
small silver band on the hand le. In 
its makeup it suggests leisure, a walk 
on the boulevard , or a stroll in the 
lark. It is the essence of afternoon 
city life. It would be out of p lace at 
any other time and p lace, just as any 
other stick would be out of p lace in 
the afternoon. 
There is 
great op ­ 
p ortunity for the use of jud gment and 
taste in the selection of this stick. It 
should , as much as is p ossible, match 
the suit that it is "worn” with. 
The man with a variety of afternoon 
clothes may have quite a selection of 
afternoon canes. For his gray tweed 
suit he should have a cane of nearly 
the same color, a blue serge will re­ 
quire one of d arker hue. 
Every item of a man’s attire must 
be taken into consid eration, however, 
when selecting this cane—the shoes, 
the gloves, the hat—for the aim to be 
striven for is to have the whole har­ 
monize in color and effect, and the 
cane is there to give the whole a 
d ashing finish.

WAiatever its size or trimming, it must 
show value and refinement at every 
turn. It is to be carried to the theater, 
to social functions of all kind s, to res­

worn. The sty le most affected is of 
a large size, with gold bound , curved 
hand le. Ebony wood is the stuff p re­ 
scribed by the cane sp ecialist for the 
large stick, but the smaller ones may 
be of snake wood or p artrid ge wood . 
A high p olish to the wood is absolute­ 
ly essential. 
Many Styles Are Offered. 
These are the three sty les of sticks 
that are necessary if one is to be a 
good d resser.
